The Kinston Bulldogs 
lost their first game last 
Friday night when they 
played Lee in Montgomery, 
Considering that the Kin- 
ston Bulldogs were playing 
a much larger school the 
score of 58-47 was not 
so bad, 

The report in the Ala~ 
bama Journal, dated Satur- 
day, January 28, is being 
quoted below; 

It took a while for the 
Robert E, Lee Generals 
and Kinston Bulldogs to 
get moving on the basket- 
ball court Friday night but 
when they did, a_ battle 
royal erupted that did not 
end until the final buzzer, 

lee won the game, 58- 
47, but that fact alone, while 
of importance to the Gen- 
erals, actually was sec- 
ondary tothe spiritin which 
the game was played, 

Kinston was obviously 
seeking revenge. 

In the 1965-66 season, 
Kinston had a great team 
that eventually won the 
Class AA state champion- 
ship, But during the season, 
the Bulldogs played lee 
in Montgomery and fell by 
only one point, 

So last night, Kinston, 
with a population of 470, 
apparently brought to 
Montgomery all the people 
from the city, and some 
from greater suburbia, in 
a brazen display of ad- 
miration for its team, 

The admiration stem- 
med from the fact that 
Kinston was undefeated in 
15 games and had chalked 
up two victories over Do- 
than, a 4-A school, and 
had beaten AAA power Eu- 
faula, 

And for a while it 
appeared that Lee wouldhe 
added to the list, But only 
for a while,

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DRYER TIPS 

An automatic dryer will 
save the average home- 
maker 40 miles of walking 
and twenty eight-hour work 
days each year, 50 you see 
a homemaker’s best friend 
is more than likely her 
automatic dryer, A few tips 
on the use of the dryer 
will make it even more 
valuable, (1) First, remove 
clothes as soon as thedry- 
ing cycle is completed.

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General Oden 


Speaks To 
Rucker Grads 


‘Never has the Army 
glowed so brightly as it 
does in Vietnam today,” 
Major General Delk M, 
Oden, who will become 
commanding general of 
Fort Rucker later this 
month, told fixed wing avi- 
ators at their graduation 
Thursday, February 2. 

Introduced by Major 
General John J. Tolson, 
commanding general of the 
post and a former class- 
mate at the U, S, Military 
Academy, MG Oden ad- 
dressed the 26 graduates 
of Officer Fixed Wing Avi- 
ator Class 66-13 and War- 
rant Officer Fixed Wing 
Aviator Class 66-12, most 
of whom will soon be pilot- 
ing aircraft in Vietnam, 

A senior aviator, MG 
Oden commented that “‘the 
young captains and majors 
of Infantry and Artillery 
who are serving in Viet- 


nam today --- the non- 
aviators,’ recognizing the 


importance of aircraft in 
support of ground opera~ 
tions, are the ones who 
are ‘“‘going to keep avi- 
ation going in the Army.” 

“No one gets shot at 
more in Vietnam than an 
aviator,’’ said MG Oden, 
now director of Officer 
Personnel, Office of Per- 
sonnel Operations, Depart- 
ment of the Army, 

He commended the atti- 
tude of those aviators who 
must return for a second 
tour in Vietnam, saying 
that having been there 
before, they are prepared 
for a ‘‘rough and very 
challenging year’’ which 
they know is worthwhile.” 

MG Oden_ stated, 
**yvou’re in a young man’s 
game,’’ explaining that by 
Svvne 30, 1967, almost 50 
per cent of the commis- 
sioned officers in the U, 5, 


Army will have less than 
two years commissioned 
service. 


Special honors went to 
Captain Kermit E, Larson, 
Jr., of Denver, Colorado, 
and Warrant Officer Paul 
T. Feinstein, of Arlington, 
Virginia, who received the 
highest combined grade ay- 
erages in their respective 
classes.

NEW RECREATION

The Elba City Council 
held its regular meeting 
Monday night, February 6, 
with all members present. 

The most controversial 
item of business was a 
unanimous vote by the 
council to cease giving the 
garbage fee to the Elba 
school system. The tax 
amounted to $11,840 last 
year, The motion was made 
by Councilman Owen Zig- 
lar and seconded by Coun- 
cilman Donnie Morrow, 

The City has an annual 
expense of $13,774.91 col- 
lecting the garbage and said 
that this tax would goa long 
way toward the annual defi- 
cit in the general fund and 
allow the City to buy three 
badly needed trucks to re~ 
place worn out equipment, 

In other action, the 
council voted to make the 
street in front of the Post 
Office ONE WAY from 
highway 84 up one block 
to Wise Furniture,, This 
will be in effect as soon 
as signs can be erected, 

A motion was made by 
Councilman Morrow to ap- 
point a new Recreation 
Board and make the ap- 
pointments for a specific 
number of years. The fol-
